As  Artist-in-Residence,  I  involve 
children  of  all  ages  in  learning  about 
all  the  dimensions  of  Purim. 

During  the  annual  Purim  carnival, 
young  children  make  groggers  by 
putting  beads  in  small  cardboard 
boxes,  which  they  color  and  decorate 
with  more  beads.  High  school 
volunteers  help  them  seal  the  boxes 
with  tape.  At  the  Purim  party  for 
3rd-5th  graders,  older  children  make 
groggers  from  recycled  water  bottles, 
beads,  and  ribbons. 

In  5th  grade,  we  explore  the  concept 
of  how  a  mask  can  project  an  image 
while  protecting  a  secret.  We  review 
the  Purim  story  from  this  angle  and 
each  learner  creates  a  mask  for  one 
of  the  characters  in  the  megillah. 
They  paint  the  outside  of  the  mask 
the  way  their  character  wants  to  be 
seen  and  write  the  character’s  secret 
on  the  inside.  Esther  is  always  a 
popular  choice,  being  a  confident 
Queen  in  public,  while  hiding  her 
Jewish  identity  until  she  reveals  it  to 
save  her  people.  Gan  (Kindergarten) 


classes  learn  about  the  Purim 
characters  and  then  work  in  small 
groups  to  create  pictures  of  the 
characters  on  large  paper. 


From  silly  to  serious,  Purim  is  a  great 
opportunity  to  review  history  and 
revel  as  a  community.
